WASHINGTON — President Reagan on Wednesday re- 
buked House Speaker Jim Wright for his disclosure that the 
CIA encouraged anti-government protests in Nicaragua, 
and Republican congressional leaders called for an investi- 
gation of the Democratic House leader. 

Reagan characterized Wright's comments about the CIA 
as a "violation" while refusing to confirm or deny their accu-

St. Lawrence, a 61 -year-old 
Phoenix secretary, was rushed to 
Barrow on_June 2, suffering from a 
severe two-dny headache and unable 
to open her right eye. Tests showed 
that o sinus aneurysm detected four 
years ago had grown. 


Partly because of heavy doses of 
barbiturates given before surgery to 
help prevent stroke or brain damage, 
St. Lawrence recalls nothing about 
the June 6 operation. But she does 
recall experiencing a very strong sen- 
sation. 

"I just had this immense feeling 
that I was being cared for. It felt like 
somebody was just holding me in 
their arms and taking care of me and 
that I would be OK. It was just a feel- 
ing of peace." 

Four months after surgery, she 
needs no medication and the severe 
headaches are gone, though she still 
is unable to fully open her eye. 

"It’s just n cotton-pickin' miracle. It 
truly is. They do say God works in 
-mysterious ways;-nnd one of-his ways 
of-working is to have capable .people 
who know how to do things, and in 
this cose extremely capable sur- 
geons." 

Bnilcs is confounded, though, by 
Cecilia DufTy, a 76-yenr-old Pitts- 
burgh woman who spent 51 minutes 
in suspended animation Aug. 31 
while surgeons removed an egg-sized 
aneurysm that had almost complete- 
ly disabled her. 

DufTy hasn't come out of the drug- 
induced coma, even though her brain 
activity is improving.

Boise club opens membership to women 


Boise company must repay investors 

BOISE (AP) — A Boise corporation has been or- 
dered to repay $14(5,000 to investors who purchased 
promissory notes, 

Belton Patty, director or the Department of Finance. 

. said Tuesday -itli District Judge Hubert Rowctt-has— 
signed a civil judgment against R.L.C. Properties nnd 
Development, Inc., Boise, in a securities enforcement 
lawsuit brought by the state. 

A a hearing earlier this month, Rowett found that 
the company violated the Idaho Securities Act by sell- 
in g unregistere d corpora te.prffniissoiy.notes to Idaho 
residents. 

Named as principal officer of the company was Lana 
Albertson, president. The Department of Finance said 
a lawsuit against her personally continues. Rowett on 
Sept. 8 signed nn order allowing Albertson more time 
to defend the lawsuit against her. 

The judgment includes a finding that R.L.C. Proper- 
ties violated the law; nn order to repay defrauded vic- 
tims nnd a permanent injunction barring the company 
nnd its officers from further violations. 

Patty said Albertson is alleged to hnve done busi- 
ness under the names of Albertson Properties, Pre- 
mier Funding Limited. Grundi's USA and Super G’s 
Convenience Stores. 

Department grants farm exemption 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Department of TVans- 
portation will allow states to grant exemptions for 
farm vehicle operators from rules requiring commer- 
cial drivers licenses for heavy farm equipment. 

Sen. Steve Symms said the exemptions should be 
good news for' Idaho formers. In March, ho asked fed- 
eral officials to exempt farm vehicles from the "com- 
mercial'' classification for licensing purposes. 

He said the rules would fiood the agricultural com- 
munity with burdensome rules. 

The decision allows states to exempt operators of 
farm vehicles, used to transport agricultural products. 
“ 'lann'inachinery or farm supplics to or from thc firnn,- 
and driven no further than 150 miles from home. 

Symms called it a common sense decision allowing 
farmers and their families to get the job done without 
unnecessary motor vehicle regulations. 


Rep. Richard Stallings also issued a statement say- 
ing farmers, ranchers, nnd rural firefighting units are 
not normal commercial. operators, and . I he .0 xtra.regu-— 
lations are not needed.

County considers juvenile center

COEUR D'ALENE (AP) - A lsl 
District Magistrate has urged the 
Kootenai County Commission to use 
a recent insurance settlement to 
build a juvenile detention center that 
would meet the looming federal dead- 
line for housing teen offenders sepa- 
rately from adults. 

"The trail between the law and the 
jail is being traveled heavily by our 
r young people, and it needs our alien-. 
; lion,". Magistrate YirginiaJJalser said 
in n letter to the commission. 

Counties and cities throughout the 
'nation face a Dec. 8 deadline for 
clearing all adult jails of juveniles, 
and Balser said the $364,000 insur- 
ance settlement "could make a start 


toward a center" to comply with the 
federal mandate. 

Commission members were less 
than enthusiastic about the request, 
but they said they would consider it. 

Earlier this month, the county re- 
ceived the settlement stemming from 
a cose that began 12 years ago. The 
county paid damages to a homeowner 
for property that was wrongfully sold 
. in 1975 nnd.hnri to sue thcjnsurance 
companies for reimb urse ment. 

"I don't think that it would he 
enough money, first of all," Commis- 
sioner Evnlyn Adams initially, re- 
sponded to the request. “Secondly, 
the board has not had a chance to 
discuss the letter."

Bush is doing the better job of dealing with La tinos 


Latino activists, who tend to be 
more sympathetic to Democrats than 
to Republicans anywdy, like to poke 
fun nt the gaffes that Vice President 
George Bush has made in dealing 
with Latinos during his campaign, 
like referring to his half-Lotino 
grandchildren ns "little brown ones." 

" But, with only seven weeks left un- 
;• til Election Day, it appears that Bush 
is doing a better job of courting his 
Latino supporters than Gov. Michael 
S. Dukakis is. 

Even before the election campaign 
got into full swing, political pundits 
were predicting that 1 988 would be 
the year in which Latino voters, for 
the first time, would play a pivotal 
- role in determining who. is elected . 
president. The main reason is that 
Mexican-Americnns are the biggest • 
* ethnic minority in the two states ex- 
pected to be pivotal in the voting this 
. . fall — Tbxns and Californio. 

. Between them, the two states rep- 
resent 76 electoral votes, whicli is 
more than a quarter of the 270 votes 
that a candidate needs to be elected 
president. There are other big states

with significant Latino populations, 
of course, including Now York, Flori- 
da and Illinois. But California, with 
47 electoral votes, -and Tbxns. with 
29, offer the biggest electoral prizes 
where the presidential race is expect- 
ed to be closely contested. 

Which is the other reason both 
states arc getting lots of attention 
from the national campaigns nnd the 
. news media — they are perceived ns 
being up for grabs. Bush claims 
Tbxns as his home state, but the se- 
lection of Tbxns Sen. Lloyd Bentsen 
as Dukakis’ running mate may 
negate any Republican advantage — 
there. And while California is home 
to President Rengnn, many doubt 
that his personal popularity here hiis 
transferred to the rice president. 

So it appears that California’s 6.6 
million Latinos nnd Tbxns’ 4.1 million 
arc strategically -located to have n 
major effect on the outcome of the 
election — a fact that must seem 
ironic to the Chicnno activists who 


have long complained that Mexican- 
Americans are an "invisible" minori- . 
ty because they live so far from the 
political nnd media centers of the ■ 
East Const. 

But, according to at least some 
Chicnno Democrats, Eastern insular- 
ity is still a problem for Dukakis’ 
campaign. For, aside from widely 
publicizing the fact that their candi- 
date speaks fluent Spanish, 

Democrats have done little or the 
hard work needed to bring out -Latino 
voters in cities such ns Los Angeles. 
And, ns if this slow start weren’t bnd_ 
enough, when the "Viva Dukakis" ef- 
fort was finally launched in Los An- 
geles last Thursday it was undercut 


by Bush's similar announcement in 
Southern California a day earlier. 

Bush’s approach in launching "His* 
panics for Bush” was itself revealing. 
He had a Mexican breakfast in con- 
servative Orange County with a se- 
lect audience of Latinos invited by 
County Supervisor Gaddi Vnsquez, 
one of the few Latino Republican of- 
ficeholders in California. 

Republicans have preferred that 
kind of campaign event since 1972, 
when Richard M. Nixon became the 
first GOP candidate to make 0 seri- 
ous pitch for the Latino vote. Nixon 
got 30 percent of the Latino vote in 
defeating Sen. George McGoveip that 
year, and the figure is still a bench- 



mark for national GOP candidates. 
The Bush campaign would be happy 
with 30 percent Latino support this 
time around. 

GOP campaigners prefer small, 
safe campaign events because they 
know who their Latino supporters 
are: prosperous business lenders and 
young, upwardly mobile suburban- 
ites. They may be few, but they arc 
true Republican believers, so GOP 
candidates do not have to do much to 
keep them happy. Besides, doing too 
much for Latinos could upset the An- 
glo voters who are the GOP’s main 
hose of support. Small campaign 
events do not get lots of attention 
from the news media, but they do get 
noticed by the Lati_nos with_whom 
GOP candidates are cqmfortable. 

Democrats, on the other hand, 
have a bigger' base of potential Latino 
supporters, but must work harder to 
get them out. That takes time and 
money, nnd n common complaint that 
one hears from Chicnno Democrats in 
almost every national election cam- 
paign is that they do not get enough 


of either from their party’s strate- 
gists. Several have told me, for exam- 
ple, that the Dukakis campaign was 
approached by an impressive group 
of Latino politicians nt the Democrat- 
ic convention in Atlanta and offered 
help in fund-raising and Latino vot- 
er-registration nnd get-out-the vote 
efforts. Yet Dukakis’ Boston brain 
trust decided to launch a "Viva 
Dukakis" campaign only last week. 

Bush told his Orange County audi- 
ence that economic conditions in the 
Reagan years have been favorable for. 
Latinos. They probably were, for the 
Latinos to whom he was talking. But 
probably nc}t for the 26 percent of the 
Latino population who still live below . 
the po verty line, accordi ng to .the lat- 
est Census Bureau figures. Those 

poor nnd working-class Latinos are 
the voters whom Democrats need to 
turn out in large numbers. That 
Dukakis has been so tardy in gearing 
up to reach them may not bode well 
for him come Nov 8 .

Bentsen unveils plan to upgrade rural health care 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. <AP> - 
Democratic vice presidential candi- 
date Lloyd Bentsen unveiled on 
Wednesday his ticket's plan for up-' 
grading rural health enre, which he 
said has been hurt by a weak farm 
economy made worse by an uncaring 
Republican administration. 

Bentsen announced the plan in the 
small West Tfcxas town of Hale Cen- 
ter, were he toured a hospital and 
spoke nt a high school auditorium. 

'The sad fact is, mv friends, that 


rural America has been left in the 
lurch" by the Republican administra- 
tion, he said. "Not once in those eight 
years have we seen a positive pro- 
gram to help rural America." 

The Democratic proposal, ns de- 
scribed by BontSen, would subsidize 
those providing health care in rural 
communities to keep their services 
available in areas which might other- 
wise be unable to attract them. 

Bentsen said the Democratic plan 
included: 


• A "hardship fund" to subsidize' 
rural hospitals that are "essential to 
their communities" and threatened 
with closure. 

• Expansion of the National 
Health Sendee Corps," a program 
where medical, dental aftU nursing 
students gel scholarships if they 
agree to serve in rural areas.

Olympics are enhancing image of South Korea, organizers say 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — Organizers 
say the Olympics arc putting South Korea on 
the world mop, and they shrug olT complaints 
about a lack of big- spending foreign visitors. 

South Korean officials say the Games are 
meeting their goal of enhancing the country's 
image os nhout 3 billion people around, the. 
world watch the Games and the host nation 
on television: 

'The world coverage-is-superb.-The world- 
is seeing Korea ns an advanced, modem na- 
tion. The reaction has been overwhelming," 
said an official of the Seoul Olympic Orga nix- 
ing Committee. 


•Olympic officials dismiss complaints from 
some businesses that the Games have not 
unleashed a flood of foreign tourists spending 
millions of dollars. It is still possible to get 
hotel rooms and tickets for the Games de- 
spite earlier warnings of overcrowding. 

. "Tburists are not important compared, to. 
the billions of television viewers. We did it for 
the world, not for o few visitors," the commit- 
tee official said on condition of anonymity. 

The government spent about $3.2 billion 
staging the Games to push South Korea onto 
the world stage and show it as a leading na- 
tion. South Korea hopes to boost its trade 


and diplomatic relations by impressing the 
world, officials say. 

Olympic organizers said • before the- 
Olympics that they did not expect a huge 
flood of visitors and that the main goal was 
promoting the nation’s image. Making money 
from the Games was never tiro main goal, or- 
ganizers say. although they want to break 
even. 

— Some sliopkeepers.-hotels and others who 
thought Seoul would be bursting with for- 
eigners complain business is below what they 
had anticipated and visitors are not spending 
very much. 


' Sports people don't buy.' said shopkeeper 
Chung Che-ce. They only take pictures and 

talk." - 

Some planes coming into Seoul have empty 
seats, and the Seoul city government said ho- 
tel occupancy rules were about 90 percent 
with a high of 97 percent during the first - 
weekend of the Games. 

The Olympic committee snys it has no fig- 
ures on the number of visitors - for the Gomes; 
but about 250.000 people, including athletes 
and officials, were anticipated and about 
200,000 have arrived. More are expected be- 
fore the end of the Games, officials said. , 


"You're looking at a very comfortable:- 
Games," said tire committee official. .The 
place- is not bursting at the seams, but there 
arc enough tourists here." 

Many businesses may have overestimated 
the number and type of tourists the Olympics 
would attrnct-and assumed n flood nf wealthy 
tourists would come instead of the sports 
fans who came', committee officials said.

Officials proclaim worst is over 
in Yellowstone Park forest fires 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK. Wyo. (API — Skies began to 
clear over Yellowstone Nutional Park 
on Wednesday, but fire managers 
were not concerned the onset of dry 
weather would upset their plans to. 
contain fires burning around the 
park. 

"I think we have enough precipita- 
tion on the ground to keep these 
things down nnd still hold the upper 
hand," said fire information officer 
Bob Valon. 

’The worst is over," added area 


commander Ken Dittmcr. 

As nights lengthen over the coun- 
try’s first national park, the period of 
"humidity recovery," when small fu- 
els such ns pine needles nnd twigs 
can soak up much-needed moisture, 
nlso becomes longer, Dittmcr ex- 
plained. 

While the fires continue to creep 
along some 1.2 million of the park’s 
2.2 million acres, fire behavior ana- 


lysts do.qot expect to see any more of 
the major runs that in weeks before 
had forced firefighters to retreat from 
advancing 100-foot walls of flame. 

Steady rain on Tuesday., had pre- 
vented the blazes from growing sig- 
nificantly. 

Wednesday's forecast called for a 
chance of evening showers and highs 
in the 50-degrec range, while a 
warming trend Thursday was expect- 
ed to bring temperatures reaching 
nenr.70. 

By the weekend, however, think's 
should cool off again, and there will 
be a chance of showers, Valcn said. 

Winds through the period were ex- 
pected to be calm, which could create 
some smoke problems in the park's 
northeastern comer where the fires 
have been most active recently, he 
added. 

Water spelled trouble Tuesday for 
a helicopter pilot in the Shoshone 
National Forest when his whirlybird 


crashed upidc down as he tried to fill 
the aircraft’s water bucket from a 
pond. 

Chris Thompson, a fire informa- 
tion officer, said the unidentified pi- 
lot climbed safely out of the heli- .

He added the pilot was refilling his 
wntcr bucket, used to drop water on 
hot spots, when the helicopter 
crashed, leaving only the aircraft's 
landing skids above water. 

The pilot climbed out of the air- 
craft and was found, apparently un- 
harmed, sitting on the bank of the 
pond by a rescue team, Thompson 
said.

BLM requests concessionaire

RUPERT — A concessionaire 'is 
needed to operate, maintain nnd im- 
prove the Crystal Ice Caves located 
29 miles northwest of American 
Falls, the Idaho Falls District of the 
Bureau .of Land Management an- 
nounced. 

The caves have been closed for 
about a year after the previous con- 
cessionaire's lease on the BLM-ad- 
ministered property was cancelled for 
• not -complying with -terms of the 
agreement. The concessionaire then 
abandoned the property last fall. 

BLM District Outdoor Recreation 
Planner John Butz said the leaser 
had failed to pay lease fees on the 
land. In addition, the site was not 
kept adequately clean and the elec- 
trical system was not kept up to 
standards, Butz said. 


A 1,200-foot tunnel was construct- 
ed to- the eaves between 1963 and 
1965. The coves were first opened to 
the public in the spring of 1965 for 
paid guided tours by the developer 
nnd first lensce. Since then the lease 
has been transferred to two other op- 
erators. 

All buildings, facilities and equip- 
ment at the caves are the property of 
the U.S. government and ore consid- 
crcd.to be in poor condition. Some re- 
pairs and clean-up work has been 
done by the BLM, but numerous rc- 
■ pairs and improvements arc needed 
to reopen the caves to the public, re- 
quiring a substantial investment by 
the operator. 

The concession lease will contain, 
as a minimum, the following require- 
ments: 

• A long-range plan for improve- 
ment, maintenance and operation. 


• An annual rental fee for the use 
of public lands and facilities’based on 
the fair market value. 

• Public liability insurance, nam- 
ing the United States as co-insurcd.

• A provision that authorizes the 
BLM to inspect and regulate the type 
and adequacy of service provided.

"I- feel good about the way things 
turned out," said Mothershead, a 
slender, soft-spoken man with speck- 
led gray hair, "but I never wanted to 
make a big issue out of this."

Officials proclaim worst is over 
in Yellowstone Park forest fires 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK, Wyo. (AP) — Skies began to 
clear over Yellowstone National Park 
on Wednesday, but fire managers 
were not concerned the onset of dry 
weather would upset their plans to 
contain fires burning around the 
park. 

"I think wc have enough precipita- 
tion on the ground to keep these 
things down and still hold the upper 
hand," said fire information officer 
Bob Vnlen. 

'T he worst is over." added area 
commander Ken Dittmcr. 

As nights lengthen over the coun- 
try's first national park, the period of 
"humidity recovery," when small fu- 
els such as pine needles and twigs 
can soak up much-needed moisture, 
also becomes longer, Dittmcr ex- 
plained. 

While the fires continue to creep 
along some 1.2 million of the park's 
2.2 million acres, fire behavior ana- 


lysts do not expect to sec any more of 
the major runs that in weeks before 
had forced firefighters to retreat from 
advancing 100-foot walls of fiame. 

Steady rain on Tuesday hnd pre- 
vented the blazes from growing sig- 
nificantly. 

Wednesday's forecast called for a 
chance of evening showers and highs 
in the 50-degrec range, while a 
warming trend Thursday was expect- 
ed to bring temperatures reaching, 
near 70. 

Bv the weekend, however, thin gs 
should cool off again and there will 
be a chance of showers, Vnlen said. 

Winds through the period were ex- 
pected to be calm, which could create 
some smoke problems in the pnrk's 
northenstem comer where the fires 
have been most active recently, he 
added.

Tiny is a big deal to Hansen students, parents

HANSEN — Everyone in Hansen 
- knows-Tiny-Mothcrshcad. He is an 
easy man to know. .. 

Mothcrshead, 59, a lifetime resi- 
dent of Hansen, has been a janitor in 
the Hansen school system for 15 
years. The kids say he is dynamite. ‘ 

But on Sept. G the school board 
voted to fire Alton "Tiny" Mother; 
ahead for "the inability to perform 
custodial duties and other assigned 
tasks in an acceptable manner." 

Simply put, board members say 
Mothcrshead has had lax work 
habits periodically for the past couple 
of years, despite a few meetings 
among them.

While the hoard is split 
whether public pressure contributed 
to the changed vote, the result is that 
Mothershend is back. 

"I feel good about the way things 
turned out," said Mothcrshead, a 
slender, soft-spoken man with speck- 
led gray hair, “but I never wanted to 
make a big issue out of this." 

Mothcrshead has lived n quiet life 
-in-llnnsenr-|>opulnlion -1,078. -After- 
his service with the U.S. Army, he 
worked for 17 years at the J.H. Hen- 
ry Produce Co. in Kimberly. In 1985, 
Mothershend met his present wife, 
Frances, and married her the same 
year. Her two children and two 
grandchildren, Mothershend beams, 
"think I'm super, I guess."

Trad e group rep orts credit-repair clinics a 'sha m' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Credit-re- 
pair clinics which promise consumers 
they will have derogatory informa- 
tion removed from an individual's 
credit file for a fee are a "sham," a 
congressional subcommittee was told 
Sept 15. 

Walter R. Kurth, president of Asso- 
ciated Credit Bureaus Inc., a trade 
association representing over 1,200 
consumer credit bureaus, told the 
Houso Banking consumer afTairs 
subcommittee that the individual 
consumer-can do anything the credit- 
repair clinics can. 

Under the law, individuals who 
feel their credit records have inaccu- 
racies can go directly to a local credit 


bureau and ask that they be correct- 
ed. However, accurate derogatory in- 
formation con remain os part of an 
individual’s credit history for seven 
years or, in the cose of a bankruptcy, 
for 1 0 years.

These arc two of the "teasing" con- 
clusions reached by Yale Hirsch, 
founder and publisher of the Stock 
TVador's Almanac (Old ’Ihppan, NJ;

Hirsch has been gradually turning 
his curiosity about the connection be- 
tween the stock market and elections 
into major research; and I have been 
urging him on' Every four years, I 
turn my casual friendship with him 
into a close relationship by initiating 
phone calls almost daily and by ques- 
tions' which he can answer only if he 
digs deeper into the patterns of the 
market in election years. 

The result is that we now have ba- 
sic information that suggests the 
stock market can be broken down 
into "Republican" and "Democrat” 
eras. * 

This is of direct use to you if you 
handle the information with extreme 
care. And all the conclusions that 
you reach have to be tested and 
retested. For example, if you believe 
that the market will decline next 
year under President Dukakis and 
go up if it’s President Bush, don’t bet 
on it!

Q: I deposited a check for a 
rather large Bum in my checking 
account recently. About a week 
later, I wrote a check, expecting 
that the funds would bo avail- 
■able. But it took nearly two 
weeks for my bank to credit ray 
account with the deposit. What is 
going on? 

— A: .What has been going on — long 
•waits for banks to credit depositors 
>vith their funds — should soon be 

- -^easing. Under the federal Expedited 

Funds Availability Act, which be- 
come effective Sept. 1, banks, savings 
and loans and credit unions must , 
give customers, in most instances, oc- 
■3XB9 to thcic deposited funds within 
"one, throe or seven business days, dc- 1 
pending on the type of check the cus- 
tomer has deposited into the account. 
Basically, the law requires that all lo- 
cal blocks be cleared within throe 
business days. A local check is de- 
fined ns one written on an institution 
In the same metropolitan area or 
>ithin the same Federal Reserve 
ihcck-processing region. Non-local 
Jhccks must be cleared within seven 
business days. Proceeds from 
cashier's checks, certified checks and 
government checks must be available 
-to depositors the following business 
<lay.

- -Although it is hard to tell from the 
information that you have provided, 
your problem probably doesn't fall 
into the above categories, 'arid proUa"- 
bly won't be solved by the new law. 

You said tha tyou deposited "a rather 
large sum." Under the new law, 
checks for more than $5,000 or de* 
posits totaling more than $5,000 on a 
single day may be subject to an addi- 
tional holding period of up to four 
business days. So if you deposit an 
out-of-state chock for more than 
$5,000. it could easily take two weeks 
(the equivalent of 10 business days) 
for your check to clear. 

The new law wits approved by 
Congress last year after repeated 
consumer complaints that Americans 
were losing millions of dollars every 
year because banks were freezing de- 
posited funds unnecessarily long un- 
der the guise of waiting for assur- 
ances that a deposited check was 
properly drawn. Consumer lobbyists 
charged that while waiting for a 
check to clear, banks were collecting 
interest on the depositor's funds — 


interest thnt more properly belonged 
to the depositor. Further, they 
claimed that hanks were also unfair- 
ly assessing bounccd-check fees 
against those same depositors be- 
cause funds were not released fast 

enoughfor iise. " 

For their part, banks now com- 
plain that the new law makes them ' 
-increasingly vulnerable to con artiste - 
who deposit bogus checks. Without 
sufficient time to verify the deposits, 
the banks say they could be caught 
short by an unscrupulous'deposltor. '

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Old, new mountain men unhappily share some bad habits 


About 180 years ago, the first poachers entered the 
Rocky Mountains and began trapping beaver, killing 
panic wholesale and making friends and enemies with 
Indians. 

Those first poachers bore names revered today - Man- 
uel Lisa, John Colter and Andrew Henry. 

• They wore among the first of the American mountain 
men tn develop it love for trapping and living in the cen- 
j ral Rocky Mountains. 

Bm federal law prohibited trapping by anyone except ' 
- Indians in those days. 


The mountain men trapped the beaver anyway, sus- 
taining the fur trade until 18-10, when the region’s bea- 
ver resources expired at the same time the market for . 
pelts died. Very often, the mountain men poached from 
such Indians as the Black feet, who meted death to trap- 
pers caught operating along the tribe’s streams. 

I ’a til 18-10, when the last rendezvous was held along 
the Green River, the American mountain man lived a 
life of freedom from every constraint of .society. 

The only law was the law of the knife, When Crow In- 
dians killod’John Johnston’s Flathead Indian wife and 
tinhorn child on the Musselshell River in 18-18, he took 
the law into his own hands and killed from 20 to 300. 
Crow warriors, depending on the version of the talc you 
read. Then he ate their livers. 

Commerce was governed by the maxim, “consumer 
beware" us never before. Most recipes for trade whisky 
included alcohol, chewing tobacco, hot peppers and . 
river water. 

And at the end of the era - , the beaver, elk. deer, sheep, 
goats and buffalo were almost gone. The Indians were 
dying of smallpox and valiantly -trying to defend their 
territories from white settlers with diminished parties 
of warriors while women nnd children died of starvation 
nt home. 

But we forget those details and revere the mountain 
-men who fmtght mrfivcd in,-dted in-and-nenrly-ruined — 
the mountains we love. We love them because they were 
greater outdoors men than any of us today and were 
completely unrestrained by the law wc sometimes find 
so confining.

Fictionalized accounts of the exploits of mountain 
men such ns Johnston-among the most brutish of the lot 
- and Kit Cnrson - probably the best of the bunch - hove 
emerged in popular modern literature; 

Such accounts as the movie “Jeremiah Johns 0 n“ por- 
tray mountain men os lovable, fun-loving children of 
nuturc who lived in harmony with beasts, Indians and 
mountains. ' 

Many Idnho, Montana and Wyoming men curse their 
-ancestors for not-having produced them ear!ier.-The at — 
traction of the mountain men is probably much stron- 
ger toddy than it was in 1820. 

I’m among those who sometimes wishes he had been 
born 150 years earlier. Living alone in the mountains 


seems so easy from today's perspective that wc forget 
those who failed to become legends. 

Unfortunately, lawlessness does hot invoke harmony 
with nature or peuce with neighbors. Many - perhaps 
most - of the mounlnjp men were killed by Indians, 
hammered to death by grizzles, deud of starvation or 
cold from wintering at too high an elevation or drowned 
in the wild and unforgiving rivers. 

In a way, hunting and fishing in the Rocky Moun- 
- tains today takes- m any-men-a nd-some-women baok-to— 
those lawless days of constant warfare and ruthless ex- 
ploitation. 

Game wardens get as little respect from modern 
mountain men us the U.S. Government did when it was 


six months’ journey away. Landowners get as little con- 
sideration as did the Blackfeet. 

Sometimes the game animal comes last. Killing as 
much as possible can become an end in itself, and if you 
secretly view yourself as a mountain man, any means 
can be justified by the end. 

But however we honor the mountain -men of yoster- 
-day,-- we have to remember that there were probobly 
fewer than 200 of them at any one time. 

They scattered from the plains to the California, Ore- 
gon and Washington coasts; from New Mexico into Can- 
ada in a distribution so sparse that they came together 
only for the fabled rendezvous on the Green, the Popo 
- Agio, tho Bighorn and Snako Rivers. - 

It took only a few hundred of them to reduce an area 
teeming with game to the poverty of wildlife found by 
the settlers in the 1860’s, but there are hundreds of 
thousands of us. : 

I cannot think of a hunting trip where I failed to meet 
another party seeking the same animals. 

Unless we learn laws and rules, well come to im- 
__prove our chances of success by.eliminating.the.compc^_ 
tition, as the Hudson’s Bay Company did during the 
1800’s when 'it sent brigade after brigade of trappers 
into Idaho to make the area devoid of game to keep com- 
petition from the American trappers out of the Colum- 
bia River Valley. 

Even as we chose to imitate the best of the trappers, 
hunters and soldiers of the mountain men under what I 
like to call the Kit Corson complex, many Americans 
and Canadians don’t share our love of the wild and 
lonely places. They think that we’re fascinated with our 
powers of death and that hunting is just killing for fun. 

They’re so repelled by the idea that they refuse to 
have anything to do with us. I recently received a re- 
jection from a book editor who likes my writing but 
whose publisher is opposed to hunting, “and won’t print 
anything about if, "no matter how ethical." 

These people are mustering their forces against hunt- 
ing, and unless wc stamp out the Kit Carson complex, 
we'll someday find that Congress has controlled oil 
guns and closed all federal lands to hunting. 

I’m not saying we need to throw away our rifles and 
six-guns and take up stamp collecting. But wc need to 
-think about our actions each day-wc spend-in the bright— 
woods of autumn. ..

Orchardist denies wasting game 


Oregon just never gets better 


TROY, Idaho f AP> - The Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game is investigating complaints that Troy or- 
chardist Leroy Carlson is "slaughtering" big game ani- 
mals preying on his fruit trees. 

Bu^Carlson, who has worked with the game depart- 
ment for years to . resolve the depredation problem, 
claims-lhe charge is nothing but exngerration -by-bin — 
"gawky irate neighbors,” most whom arc his relatives. 

Carlson acknowledges killing deer under a depart- 
ment permit for a depredation hunt, and he admits 
shooting federally-protected ravens. But he adamantly 
denied unything to do with a dead cow elk discovered 
over the weekend by his cousin, Jack B. Nelson, just 
800 yards from the edge of Carlson’s 85-acre orchard. 
Elk season does not open in the Troy area until next 
month. 

Fish and Game officials are investigating the dead 
elk. and Nelson said he was not accusing Carlson of 
killing it. But he and other neighbors, who have met 
with Fish and Game regional supervisor Jerry Thies- 
sen, are concerned that controlling animals on the or- 
■ ' chords has gotten out of hand. - 

"There ure so many other options available to dis- 
courage these animals that to just go out and slaugh- . 
ter them doesn’t seem right,” Nelson said on Monday. 

•. Kenny Carlson, another cousin and adjacent prop- 
erly owhor, agreed. 

"I’ve found where four deer have been killed on my 
- —property the last few weeks, and one was left there.” 
lie said. "I think this is getting ridiculous."

dpnvH,vwilh Leroy Cartsonoyer the killings. 

"I would sav the relationship has deteriorated to 
nil, Kenny Carlson said, adding that 'other relatives 
who live around the orchards ure reluctant to speak 
out publicly, fearing reprisals from Leroy. 


"Everybody out here has tried to get along because 
we didn’t want any trouble,” said Nelson. “But Leroy 
has just pushed this as far as he could. It doesn’t make 
any sense.” 

Regional Fish and Game Enforcement Chief Dwight 
Kilgore said the kill-permits issued to Carlson are a 
.last resort after: .tactics involving soap, bloodmoal r hot - 
sauce or chemicals fail to repel the animals. Even fire- 
crackers, “zon guns” that shoot loud blasts of propane 
gas and rockets are used before kill permits are is- 
sued. 

But in Carlson’s case, regional conservation officer 
Clint Rand said, "we’ve tried everything. It’s unbeliev- 
able. And I suppose you know Leroy's personality. ... 
He’s awful demanding. So we’re hoping the kill per- 
mits wi 1 1 take care of the problem." 

Carlson said the complaints stem from “jcolous rela- 
tives who want to keep all the game for themselves." 
He said he was pleased that Fish and Game was work- 
ing with him to get a fence built around his orchards 
. and has bcen.supplyjng.him with a chemical repellont.. 

“We have shot some - deer out"there~but“nof near 
enough to fill up a permit," Leroy Carlson said, al- 
though he was not sure how many deer have actually 
been killed. 

"We have not shot any elk and if we did we would 
call Clint ond tell him," he said. “But I told Thiessen 
last week when he was up here that if n bull elk comes 
on to my property and-onc did last week and ruined a 
tree then I will shoot him. I just wonTstund by and 
watch them destroy my trees." 

Once killed, the deer are collected by the Fish and 
Game for distribution to food banks or needy persons. 
The holder of a kill permit must dress and quarter the 
game, nnd hang it if necessary to prevent spoilage.
